BOLIVIA HITS SETTLEMENT 





Land-Locked Nation Demands the | 


Outlet to Sea Which It Has 
Long Desired.

WASHINGTON, May 17. — Settle- 
ment of the long standing dispute 
between Chile and Peru over the 
provinces of Tacna and Arica was 
announced by President Hoover this 
afternoon on the broad basis of 
awarding Tacna to Peru and Arica 
to Chile. 

In announcing the agreement be- 
tween the two countries, which is 
designed to terminate a controversy | 
extending over the last forty-six 
years, or since the conclusion of the 
war of the Pacific between Peru and 
Bolivia on the one side and Chile on 
the other, the President exercised 
his good offices at the request of | 
both sides. 

The actual terms had been decided | 
upon through direct negotiations be- | 
tween Chile and Peru, which had | 
been conducted, for the most part at 
Lima, since last September. 

The understanding, to become ef- 
fective, must now be placed. in the | 
form of a treaty between the two) 
countries. This procedure is under- | 
stood already to have been prepared, 
with practically the only question | ¢ 
left being the ratification of the com- | 
pact by the Parliaments of the two | 
countries. 


Some Home Opposition Likely. 


That opposition will be expressed 
in the two countries is accepted as 
certain, but there is confidence on | 
all sides that the ratification will te | 
voted, although Peru, with a Presi- 
dential election due in October and | 
its Cabinet having resigned on the 
day the agreement was reached, is 
almost certain to have a stormy po- | 
litical battle over the terms of the 
settlement. 

Once ratifications are exchanged, 
the treaty is to become operative 
within thirty days through delivery | 
by Chile of the province of Tacna | 
to Peru. 

Hatfled generally as a satisfactory 
solution of a grievous problem, the 
announcement produced one discord- 
ant note on the part of Bolivia, which | 
announced through its legation here | 
that the question was far from set- 
tled, but did not indicate what steps, 
if any, it proposed to take. 

Bolivia had long hoped for an out- 
let to the Pacific through the ar-

It 
took thirty minutes to haul the giant 
airship down. 

The day was one of agony not only 
for those on board responsible for 
the lives of the airship’s eighteen 
passengers and the members of the 
crew, but for those who all across 
Southern France watched the ship's 
ineffectual struggles against the wind 
in her crippled state. Again and 
again the airship was halted by the 
strength of the wind and could make 
no progress whatever. 

Turns Southward. 
It was not until he was in danger

Eckener gave up the attempt to make 
his base and turned south.

Towns See Zeppelin'’s Battle. 


The long day's struggle of the 
wounded Zeppelin against the mistral 
in the Rhone Valley, which held the 
world breathless, is best told in the 
telegrams flashed to Paris from the 
towns and villages which watched 
the efforts of the giant airship 
against the elements. At 6:50 this 
morning the aerodrome at Perpignan 
picked up a message from Dr. ! 
Eckener to the Ministry of Foreign | 
Affairs asking permission to recross, | 
France by the same route he had 
taken on the outward voyage. 
Authorization was immediately given, 
and at 9 o'clock the Zeppelin was, | 
seen over Nimes, trying painfully to! | 
mount the Rhone Valley. The fol- 
lowing messages from correspondents | 
describe its progress: 

“Nimes, 11 o’clockThe Graf-Zep-| | 
pelin passed near Nimes at about 3 
o'clock. For about twenty minutes 
she hung motionless over Bellegarde, 
twelve miles from Nimes, battling 
with the mistral, which was blowing 
at about fifty miles an hour. At 
9:50 she seemed to have won the 
struggle and tegan to manoeuvre. 
She began to bend eastward at a 
height of 800 meters. At 10:10 she

was northeast of the town, trying to 
mount the Rhone Valley, but moving 
slowly. The wind was still fifty miles 
an hour. At 10:30 the Zeppelin 
passed out of sight northwards.’

‘Valence, 4 .0’Clock—At 3:15 Dr. 
Eckener sent out a message, ‘Please 
have garrison at Valence indicate the 
best place to land our dirigible.’ The 
Zeppelin is flying at 1,200 feet and 
having to fight a north Wind which 
is driving it sideways. The radio sta- 
tion at Valence is trying in vain to 
find the proper wavelength for com- 
munication. For half an hour the 
Zeppelin has nuns motionless over 
the plain of Chabeuil. Apparently | 
the motors which still are function- 
ing are powerets against the wind.” 

“Valence, Later—The Zeppelin 
seems unable to make any progress. 
It has been driven back three miles 
and has now turned south. There! 
seems no hope of it being able to 
land at Portes Les Valence.

ANXIETY IN BERLIN 
EASED BY LANDING 


German Capital Learns by Radio 
of Zeppelin’s Safety After 
Papers Report Danger. 


Wireless t¢ Tue New Yorn Trure 

BERLIN, May 17.—Millions of Ger- 
mans were spared a nightmare to- 
night when it was broadcast just 
after 9 o'clock that the Graf Zeppe- 
lin had been put in a hangar at the 
military airdrome at Cuere. 

Up to that hour the specter of the 
giant dirigible carrying threescore 
of human beings being smashed on 
Alpine peaks had definitely fixed it- 
selfinthe minds of the public, which 
since the early morning hours, had 
been apprehensively following the 
aerial wanderings of the Graf Zep- 

éelin as it drifted over the Rhone 

‘alley 

As the day wore on the few flashes 
of news from Dr. Eckener only 
served to stress the gravity of the 
Situation and evening street editions 
of the newspapers had to ¢ontent 
themselves with indicating that the 
great aircraft, left to the mercy of 
hostile winds, was helplessly heading 
in the direction of the Alps. 

The continued absence of authentic 
news from Dr. Eckener contributed 
to the growing alarm, and the lack 
of information as to the nature of 
the mechanical difficulties which, for 
the time being, put an inglorious end 
to the ship's second American trip 
fed popular belief that it had gotten 
out of control of its commander 

If it still had sufficient reserve mo- 
tive power to take it out of the path 
of the headwind, local aviation men 
failed to understand why Dr. Eckener 
did not attempt to make a detour 
which would carry him to a safer 
region. 

Speculation over 
the Graf Zeppelin's propulsion 
equipment also continued to be 
lively and surprise was freely 
pressed that the Maybach motors 
should have failed after having 
stood the tests of previous flights, 
especially as Dr. Eckener had been 
forced to buck winds of high véloc- 
lity off of Cape Hatteras in October. 
A suggestion that the ship was a 
victim of sabotage by the would-be 
stowaways who succeeded in getting 
into the Zeppelin's hangar at 
Friedrichshafen was vaguely hinted 
at in some quarters, but until Dr 
Duerr, the Zeppelin company's chief 
engineer, submits a report of his in- 
vestigation no statement on this will 
be forthcoming from Zeppelin offi- 
cials. 
| Among the millions who followed 
the craft's halting progress qver 
France today was President von Hin- 
denburg, who called for all incoming 
bulletins and followed Dr. Eckener's 
Aerial péregrinations on a large atlas. 
Official quarters also indicated ap- 
preciation of the courtesies extended 
to Dr. Eckener by the French Air

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Admiral 
William A. Moffett, Chief of the

This service, Colonel Lindbergh 
| Said, would be started with mail only, 
but later passengers also will be car 
ried in multimotored planes. The 
service is expected to 
operation in six months. 
Over the Andes from Valparaiso, 
Chile, to Buenos Aires and Monte- 
video the planes will fly at 20,000 feet 
much of the time, necessitating the 
use of supercharged engines and 
some method of ‘‘supercharging”’ the 
passengers to create conditions at 


| high altitudes approximating the at- 


mospheric pressure at 
level. 

In this connection Mr. Trippe dis- 
closed that a New York hospital was 
already at work on the problem of 
providing a normal atmosphere for 
passengers while swinging over the 
Andes 

The fastest ship time between New 
York and Buenos Aires is twenty 
days and Santiago, Caile, is twenty- 
three days away. The air service as 
outlined by Colonel Lindbergh and 
Mr. Trippe will bring the Argentine

“The time has now come for the | 
peace societies to appeal to Congress, | 
not as pacificsts but as humani- 
tarians who want an end put to the 
use of poison gas.’ 

Mr. Fish contended that the gas 
which caused the Cleveland clinic dis- 
aster was the same as the gas used 
during the last months of the World 
War and referred to by Americans 
as ‘‘mustard gas."’

Farming Also Lags, Soviet Chiefs 


Admit—Wheat Sowing Is Believed 


to Be 90% of Last Year's.

MOSCOW, May 17.—It is a typical 
Russian paradox that after the Com 
munist party conference and the All 
Russian Soviet Congress had trium 
phantly vindicated the practice and 
principle of the socialization policy, 


both industrial and rural, today's 
Economic Life comes out with a 
scatching blast against ‘‘grave de 
fects’’ in the supply of perishable 


foodstuffs to urban centres. 
Although couched in a moderate 
tone, the editorial forms a damning 
indictment of the Socialist distribu- 
tion system. What would American 


produce merchants think of a system 
which deprives the consumer of 
twenty-five per cent of the meat sup- 


ply by allowing it to spoil? That 
is the figure Economic Life gives 
Much of the eggs, fish, fruit and 


vegetables spoil before they reach the 
consumer. That helps to explain the 


Shortage of foodstuffs in Moscow 
which, says Economic Life, ‘‘de- 
mands exceptionally serious, atten- 
tion.”’ : 


Of course, at the present juncture 
it is unfair to lay all the blame on mis- 
management and faulty distribution 


A week ago Moscow was struck by 
a tropical heat wave with tempera- 
tures in the last three days of more 


than 80 degrees in the shade, which 
caught the central depots and the big 
cooperative stores unawares. In ad- 
dition, the necessity to replace the 
export of grain by the export of eggs 


or

butter, poultry, meat, &c., causec 
the erection of cold storage ware- 
houses at collection points rather 


than in the centres of consumption 

Nevertheless, the fact remains that 
Socialist distribution is hampered by 
the red tape of the bureaucracy. It 
has entirely failed to reach the stand 
ard of private enterprise not only 
in the Western World but in former 
imperial Russia. From 1922 to last 
year private commodity stores man- 
aged not only to make a profit de 
spite heavy taxes but to supply 
goods in reasonable quantities at 
prices not much higher than those 
of the cooperatives. Now almost all 
have been forced out of business and 
Economic Life tells the result 

Against this gloomy picture it must 
be admitted that recent debates on 
the five years’ industrialization pro 
gram show that amazing results 
have been achieved in almost everv 
branch, which fully warrant the 
Kremiin'’s insistence upon the cor 
rectness and practicability of in 
dustrial policy Communist leaders 
freely admit that agriculture and dis- 
tribution lag far behind industry. In 
fact, to the impartial observer agri 
culture and distribution appear to be 
‘progressing backward."’ 

Reports of Autumn-sown grain 
are not bright and show a decrease 
of at least 10 per cent. compared 
with last vear.

“T don't know.’’ Mr. Ogden con- 
tinued, ‘‘what views Lieut Gov 
Lehman holds upon the _ Federal 
Constitution, but I am sure he gives 
his hearty approval to the particular 
clause which deals with the promo- 
tion of public welfare.

Constitution as Supreme Law. 


‘The Constitution of the United 
States is, of course, the supreme ‘aw 
within all the territories which 
recognize the authority of the Unitel 
States Government. The State Gov- 
ernments, which created and ac- 
cepted the Constitution of the United 
States, although. of course, older 
than the Constitution, are still 
obliged to recognize it as the su- 
preme law of the land in relation to 
themselves and their citizens. 

“T am not a jurist or a constitu- 
tional lawyer, or a lawyer at all, but 
a business man who is proud to hold 
public office J have, however, often 
sought a definition of a constitution 
in the modern sense of the word. 

“JT believe the best definition I 
have found so far is that ‘a consti- 
tution is a fundamental body of laws 
adopted by the sovereign power of 
the State to serve aS a foundation 
for its government.’ 

“From its nature, a constitution! 
must be confined to the fundamen-} 
tals and must deal only in general 
problems, not in details. The framers 
of our Constitution, in their great 
wisdom, realized that it was Impos- 
sible for any body of men to con- 
ceive of the distinctions and the 
changes that must occur In the 
social and economic life which arise | 
in the progress and development of | 
a nation. They therefore confined | 
the Constitution to the establishment 
of broad and general principles, and 
provided means by which it could 
be changed or amended to meet the 
changing needs and requirements of 
a people. That such changes were 


found necessary 1S evidenced by the

The Constitution: A Guarantee 


of the Personal Liberty of the Indi- 
vidual. 


The ideal of liberty was this 
country’s from its. start. Even 
before the white man's gun was 
heard in the vast forests, or the 
alr rang with the clash of his axe 
against the trees, liberty was the 
uncrowned goddess of America 
The Indians who roamed the 
plains, slept on the hard ground 
slew the deer and the bison, knew 
nothing of chains. They were wild, 
free as the winds that swept down 
over the prairies. What did they 
Know of the intrigues and the civil 
strife and the bloodshed of Eu 
rope? Here was a wide land, rich 
in hunting, fertile in agriculture, 
beautiful to play and live in. With 
the coming of the white man there 
arose a finer, purer spirit of lib- 
erty. It was not the happy irre- 
sponsibility of the Indian, the 
careless unconscious lawlessness, 
but it was that fresh desire for 
freedom which comes only when 
the spirit has been enslaved. From 
the harsh domination of Europe, 
from her overcrowded conditions, 
from her brutal injustice, were 
these newcomers escaping In 
their hearts they had a dream 
country—a country founded upon 
principles of right and social! eman- 
cipation. This they tried to bring 
about through the long years that 
followed Many times the deed 
fell very short of the goal, for in- 
herent hatreds and bitter tradi- 
tions warped the minds of the 
Colonists and they who became 
unchained enslaved others. But 
still the fire smouldered on, until 
at Concord when the men of 
America ‘‘fired the shot heard 
round the world'’—a_ shot that 
was going to ring out the old era 
of oppression and tyranny—the 
pyre of ages burst into flames and 
illumined the universe forever 

When the war against tyranny 
was over, the Colonists had the 
problem of turning their dreams 
of social freedom and equality into 
reality. So the great minds of the 
new nation came together and 
evolved a Constitution for the 
United States. It was not a per- 
fect thing, but it had provided for 
a stable government, for an execu- 
tive who was more than figure- 
head, and less than dictator, for 
a system whereby no department 
of government could gain control 
over the others. The Constitution 
as it had been written might be 
described and eulogized in the 
words of solomon “Counsel is 
mine and sound wisdom I am 
understanding. I have strength!’ 

Liberty in the Abstract. 

But the Constitutional Conven- 
tion had overlooked one thing 
They had dealt with liberty in the 
abstract instead of the concrete 
Out of compromise and wrangling, 
they had struggied to give every 
man an equal right in representa- 
tion, to every State, a fair share 
in Federal control But they had 
neglected to make any mention of 
the personal freedom of the Te 


vidual. It was liberty in its vagues 





sense 

But our forefather were not 
slow in realizing that th ve! 
principles for which many of their 
comrades had laid down their lives 


had been left out of the document 
which they had wished to be a na- 
tion's oracle. Thus, in 1791, came 
about the first ten amendments 
which attempt to embody the 

ideas of frecdom known to the In- 
dians, nurtured by the Pilgrim 
fought for by the armies of Wash 
igton Thev have been called th 
American Bill of Rights—these first 
ten amendment and truly so-—-for 
they are the rights, the privileges 
the indisputable heritage of the 
American people. Here is protest 
against the very causes of the 
Revolution—against quartering sol- 
diers in time of peace, against ex- 
cessive bails or fines, against is- 


a  ————— 


fact that the people of this nation 
have adopted nineteen amendments 
Provides for Change. 

“The Constitution therefore not 
only assures the permanency of th 
fundamentals of our government as 
originally created, but provides th 
means of recognizing and satisfying 
the changing aspirations, ideals or 
requirements of our population It 
has thus preserved and emphasized 
the real power of representative 
government and continuously mad? 
possible the expression of the will 
and philosophy of the people. I 
hope the time will never come when 
changing conditions brought about 
by progress and development may 
not find ready expression in amend 
ment to the Constitution 

‘There has, however, a fear, of late 
grown up the feeling among at 
least some of our people that any 
constitutional change is wrong and 
that even to urge a change is un- 
patriotic. On the contrary, | am 
convinced that unwillingness to pet 
mit freedom of expression and free- 
dom of action looking to amendment 
of the Constitution, in accordance 
with law, would injure the demo- 
cratic form of government which we 
are enjoying and lessen the deep 
respect which the vast majority oi 
our people have for the Constitution 


'T therefore strongly urge that the 


right of our citizenry to urge oi 
bring about changes in the Consti_ 
tution by lawful and constitutionai 
methods, when the necessity or ad- 
visability of such a course appears 
important to them, should never be 
abridged or held in disrespect. 

‘We have heard much during the 
past several years of law enforce- 
ment and law evasion. Both as a 
public official and as a private citi- 
zen, I, of course, feel that there is 
not even room for legitimate discus- 
sion in respect of the enforcement 
of laws of our national or State gov- 
ernment, or other administrative 
units of government It is true al- 
most to the point of triteness that no 
one has the right to set himself 
above the law or to weaken the en- 
forcement of the law. 

Stresses Law Observance. 

“There is, however, in my opinion 
a subject equally as important as 
law enforcement, and that is law 
observance, and the degree of law 
observance I believe will be in direct 
proportion to the understanding and 
sympathy which the people of the 
country themselves have for the 
laws as enacted. It is important, 
therefore, that no more laws than 
are actually necessary be passed by 
any governmental unit, and that 
these laws do commend themselves 
to the intelligence and_ serious 
thought of the people whom they 
affect. 

‘“‘As a layman, it seems to me that 
the philosophy and conduct of the 
people of a nation are not very dif- 


i ferent from that of the members of 


a family. A father will not have the 
obedience or respect of his children if 
he either nags continually or if his 
orders do not appear reasonable and 
sound to them. It is true he may 
impose temporary obedience to his 
orders, but there will be evasion 
wherever the opportunity presents 
itself, loss of affection and respect, 


suance of search warrants without 
cause. Here is legal protection in 
the promise of indictment by grand 
jury, of trial by petit jury. Here, 
at the head, stands the eternal 
doctrine of religious freedom, 
which was to make America, 
henceforth, a place of refuge from 
the storms of persecution abroad. 
At her side sat those two sister 
ideals—freedom of speech and press 

without which the first would be 
nothing. All these amendments are 
the formal recognition of the per- 
sonal freedom of the individual. 
Unfelt though they may be, they 
exercise a subtle power over every 
phase of his daily life. The wise 
men of 1791 wrought better than 
they knew when they set them 
down in our Constitution to stand 
for all time. 


Dissension Over Slavery. 


Yet with all this foresightednes 
with all these principles guiding 
the first steps of young America, 
there hung over the country the 
rapidly darkening cloud of dissen- 
sion over slavery. In 1789 such a 
threatening prospect could not 
have been conceived even by keen- 
eyed Jefferson or sober Franklin. 
They thought that with the pro- 
hibition of the importation of 
slaves the negro problem would 
cease But despite the warning of 
1808 the ghastly traffic went on, 
the sale of human life, until the 
flag itself with its symbols of pur- 
ity and truth and courage must 
have drooped in shame Where 
were all the beautiful ideals of yes 
terday's America—the ideals of lib- 
erty and equality? What bitter 
irony it was for the speakers to 
rant about the justice, the freedom 
that America gave, while outside 
the hall the auctioneer sold a fel- 
low-creature for a few hundred 
dollars. Men of thought saw the 
mockery of it Garrison saw it 
Whittier saw, Lincoln saw it, and 
how heroically they fought it. In 
hours when criticism cut them to 
the quick, they still struggled on 
true to the dreams of the first 
Americans. The Civil War was but 
another revolution against bond- 
age It laid the country desolate, 
plunged the South into ruin, but 
out of the ashes of sorrow rose the 
Phoenix of a new-born liberty. 

The Constitution bears the marks 
of the struggle In those Thir 
teenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments have heen told the 
years-old battle of the Abolition- 
ists, the weary conflicts at Buli 
Run and Gettysburg. They tell of 
the new freedom of the slave, of 
his right to be a citizen, of his 
privilege to vote, and they offer a 
terrible warning to States who may 
destroy such privileges Surely 
they are a noble. an enriching ad- 
dition to an already great docu- 
ment

Although the high price of. silk 
stockings cuts deeply into the budget 
of the working girl and the college 
girl'the expense must be borne, ac 
cording to a statement made yester- 
day by Miss Lillian H. Locke of the 
household arts department at Teach- 
ers College, after a survey of the 
essential requirements for an ade- 
quate wardrobe for women. 

Even the minimum clothing budget 
which is $200, calls for at least $24 
for hosiery. 

“A woman's clothes, including 
tockings that give a shapely ap-

neatly if she wishes to get proper 
recognition of her ability.’’

Joseph Auslander Blames Poets for 
Decline of Popular Interest 
in Their Work, 


Spectalto The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The fifty 
“‘most important religious books of 
the year,’’ a list issued annually for 
the Religious Books Round Table in 
connection with the conference of the 
American Library Association, were 
announced at today’s session of the 
association’s annual conference. 

Frank Grant Lewis, librarian of the 
Crozier Theological Seminary at 
West Chester, Pa., in presenting the 
list, remarked that he did not expect 
all the books selected by him would 
be satisfactory to any one. 

‘‘Catholics,”” he said. ‘will be 
pleased to find so many titles from 
the Catholic point of view, but at 
the same time they will regard many 
others as unwelcome if not distress- 
ing. Protestants will be glad for 
some of the titles from the Prot- 
estant standpoint, but many of them 
will note with extreme regret that 
Catholics receive the places which 
are given to them. 

‘Those who are interested in re- 
ligion from a very liberal angle will 
welcome the attention which some 
of the works from their pens have 
been given, but they will think it 


most unfortunate that conservatives 
will be allowed to speak, as some of 
the titles on the list give them 
places. Conservatives are likely tu 
regard it as highly destructive of 
religion when they observe that the 
list contains books to which some of 
them at least will be abhorrent. 

“It may be, however, that, because 
of such varied characteristics and 
unwelcome points of view for nearly 
everybody, the list is in Some sense 
representative and worthy of atten- 
tion on the part of librarians and 
library readers."’

the poet “insulated himself from the 
currents of the world and wrote of |

‘‘And so,” said Mr. Auslander, who 
has been described as one of the few 
poets in America who is making a 
living by writing poetry, ‘‘poets and 
poetry became useless. But it was 
the fault of the poet, not the public.”

PARIS UNIVERSITY 


Bequest of Former Wife of 
Wealthy Radiator Man Set at 
More Than $500,000. 





10 SCHOLARSHIPS PROVIDED 


All Are in American Foundation— 
Son and Widow Inherit R. M. 
Baker Estate. 


The Fondation des Etats Unis of 
the Cite Universitaire of the Univer- 
sity of Paris is expected to receive 
considerably more than $500,000 from 
the estate of Mrs. Harriet Hale 


Woolley, daughter of a prominent 
Chicago family and divorced wife of 
Clarence Mott Woolley, chairman of 
the American Radiator and Standard 
Sanitary Corporation, under her will, 
filed for probate yesterday. 

The Foundation gets the residuary 
estate, after bequests and trust funds 
aggregating $416,000 are provided for 
twenty-nine friends, relatives, em- 
ployes and institutions. It also will 
receive $50,000 cash and the principal 
of $165,000 in trust funds after the 
deaths of the life tenants. 

The $50,000 will be for the mainte 
nance of ten rooms for the benefici- 
aries of ten scholarships created from 
the residue. Four awards of $600 are 
provided for students who have at- 
tained the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine and desire to specialize in psy- 
chiatry. They are to be not more 
than 30 years old and American citi- 
zens, if possible. Four scholarships 
are provided for young musicians 
and two for young artists. Each 
award is to be available for one year 
and may be renewed annually for 
five years if the beneficiaries are 
judged worthy. 

Mrs. Woolley, who died April 4 in 
Monte Carlo after a long residence 
abroad, named Albert Spaulding, 
concert violinist; Dr. Charlies de 
Montet, Vevez, Switzerland; Dr. E. 
Joakimopoulos, Paris, and the. Con- 
seil d’Administration of the Fonda- 
tion as trustees of the scholarships, 
which are to be known as ‘‘The Har- 
riet Hale Woolley Foundation.” If 
the beneficiaries are unable to ob- 
tain rooms at the Fondation they 
are to receive $250 extra. 

Other public bequests in the will 
are $40,000 each to the Presbyterian 
Hospital in Chicago and the Ameri- 
can Hospital in Paris and $10,000 to 
the Chicago Orchestra. 

Personal legacies include a $100,- 
000 life trust fund for Mrs. Mary 
Hale Matteini of Florence, a sister: 
a $25,000 fund for Dr. Joakimopou- 
los, $25,000 to Mrs. Marie Vance 
Blanchard of Evanston, Ill., and $20,- 
000 to Dr. de Montet.

Athletics and the Browns. It was 
the fifth successive reversal suffered 
by the world’s champions. 


Finish Is Dramatic. 


The finish was dramatic as the fall 
of all world’s champions usually is. 
Hoyt, who had emerged from a 


series of close calls in the eleventh, 
had retired one batter in the twelfth 
when Bigelow lashed a double to 
eentre. Taitt was purposely passed 
and the strategy behind this ap- 
peared well founded when Hoyt re- 
tired Reeves on a fly. But then 
came Regan and with him disaster. 
Regan tore a line drive over Combs’s 
head and by the time the ball was 
retrieved, Regan was on third, and 
Bigelow and Taitt were regaininz 
their wind in the dugout. 

The Yanks, however, did not go 
out without a struggle. In the last 
of the twelfth Robertson, batting for 
Hoyt, singled after Burns, batting 
for Dickey, had fanned. Combs,

GUT THEATRE ZONE 








| Avenues and 42d St. to Be 
| Limits Starting Monday. 


CHANGE MADE FOR SUMMER 


| But Whalen Says 8th Avenue Will 

Remain Boundary — Merchants 

Hope for More Alterations. 
~~. 


Important modifications in the 
theatre zone traffic plan which be- 
came effective Jan. 21 were an- 
nounced yesterday by Police Com- 
missioner Whalen to become opera- 
tive Monday night and continue 
|“through the Summer months.”’ 
| Representatives of midtown civic as- 
| sociations who say the regulations 
have hurt business expressed the 

| hope that the changes would be per- 
| manent and even more far-reaching. 
| By the commissioner's order the 
zone in which special restrictions are 
imposed upon traffic in the evening 
rush hours is redefined. Instead of 
extending from Thirty-eighth to 
Fifty-third Street and from Fifth to 
Ninth Avenue, its boundaries are 
drawn in to the centre lines of Sixth 
and Eighth Avenues and of Forty- 


second Street, reducing the area in“ 


size by thirty-eight blocks. 

The new boundaries will permit 
motorists to make turns on the wes 
side of Kighth Avenue, on the east 
side of Sixth Avenue and the south 
| side of Forty-second Street. Auto- 
mobiles may be parked west of 
Eighth Avenue, east of Sixth, south 
of Forty-second Street and north of 
Fifty-third Street. 


Eighth Avenue Rule Permanent. 


Mr. Whalen could not say how long 
the modifications would remain in 
effect, nor would he say that further 
changes might not be made later. 
Eighth Avenue, however, will remain 


as the permanent western boundary 
of the zone, he said, since the plank- 
ing over the subway excavation on 
that thoroughfare has been removed 
and the avenue has been repaved. 
The reason for the modification, ne 
explained, was that vehicular traffic 

in the theatre zone falls off sharply 
as Summer approaches and there is 

less need for the regulations now. 

The plan has proved itself a good 
one, he declared. 

Representatives of civic associa- 
tions in the affected area held a 
different view. They said that even 
the modifications Mr. Whalen grant- 
ed to still the clamor against the 
restrictions last Winter, when he re- 
turned from his Florida vacation, 
had failed to help the _ situation 
materially. 

John W. Gratke, executive director 
of the Broadway Association, said 
that protests from merchants who 
found their business suffering were 
still coming in. Had the commis- 
sioner not announced new modifica- 
tions, Mr. Gratke said, the associa- 
tion would have registered a new 
complaint within a few days. As 
it is, Mr. Gratke asserted, the asso- 
ciation’s traffic committee is prepar- 
ing to ask the Board of Estimate to 
authorize the substituion of buses 
for trolley cars south of Fifty-ninth 
| Street as a means of relieving traffic 
|congestion on the main north and 
| south arteries. 

At the same time, Mr. Gratke de- 
clared, he wished to make it clear 
that the Broadway Association was 
anxious to cooperate with the Police 
Commisisoner. The organization re- 
gards the theatre zone plan as still 
in the experimental stage, he said, 


| 


proved. Yesterday's modifications, 
he thought, would be welcomed by 
merchants in the zone, although he 
pointed out that it would be time 
enough to say whether more changes 
were needed after the new revisions 
became effective. He hoped, he said, 
that Mr. Whalen would not deem it 
necessary to extend the zone again 
next Fall. 

James W. Danahy, executive secre- 
tary of the Eighth Avenue Associa- 
tion, which was a leader in the 
agitation of last Winter for modifi- 
jcations of the regulations, said he 
was ‘delighted to learn that the 
commissioner had found it advisable 
to ease things up for the merchants 
on Eighth Avenue, where conditions 
have been aggravated by subway 
building, which in itself was a serious 
handicap to business."’ 

He said he hoped that eventually 
the commissioner would find it po: 
sible to move the zone inward to the 
east side of Eighth Avenue to permit 
parking on that thoroughfare once 
more when the obstructions con- 
nected with the new subway excava 
tion have been removed entirely 

For the present, he said, his asso- 
ciation would accept with ‘‘gratifica 
tion’’ the revisions which the com- 
missioner has ordered. 


Don’t Want to Hinder Whalen. 


*‘We don’t want to pester him with 
continuai complaints,’’ he said, ‘‘for 
we feel certain that if Mr. Whalen 
is convinced that his regulations are 
harmful to business he will not hesi- 


tate to rect the evil. He is doing 
the best he can to improve traffi 
conditions and we don’t want to hin 
der him. At the same time we must 
protect our own interests.”’ 

Meanwhile the commissioner was 
planning to carry the war on chronic 
parkers across the Brooklyn Bridge 
Surveys in the downtown business 
section of that borough had revealed 
that motorists were leaving their 
cars at subway entrances fcr eight 
nine and ten hours daily, he said 
Warnings were being issued, and if 
by Tuesday they still were not being 
heeded, he said, the Department of 
Street Cleaning wrecking crew 
would be invoked to cart away thre 
“obstructions.’’

Centre Lines of 6th and 8th 
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‘USES CORN-STALKS 


TO MAKE ‘LUMBER’ 


Inventor Here Demonstrates a 


Process for Turning Waste 
Material Into Wood. 


A process for the manufacture of 
a substitute for building lumber out 
of waste materials was demonstrated 
yesterday by its inventor, Adolph 
Hawerlander, a German chemist, at 
his North River laboratory. The ma- 
terials used were corn-stalks, excel- 
sior, wood chips and crushed sugar 
cane. The work was accomplished in 
fifteen minutes. 

Mr. Hawerlander said he discovered 
the process during experiments last 
August. The formula is secret. A 
group of Americans is interested in 
marketing the process. 

The product, chemists present at 
the test said, is cheaper than lumber 
and more fireproof, more waterproof 
and equal in tensile strength. The 
inventor showed samples covered 
with mahogany veneer which can be 
marketed, it was said, for from 5 
to 8 cents a square foot. 

The waste material was placed in 
a revolving drum and sprayed for 
ten minutes with a chemical driven 
in under air pressure. When it was 
removed it was still dry, though 
saturated with the chemical sub- 
stance. 

Then, under heat, the waste was 
placed in a press and subjected for 
five minutes to a pressure of 450 
pounds to the square inch. On being 
removed the resultant board had a 
smooth surface similar to imitation 
marble. When veneers are desired 
the veneer is placed on either side 
of the material before it is put in the 
press. 

The boards were sawed and nails 
were driven in them without any 
signs of their splitting A board 
eighteen by eighteen inches and one- 
half inch thick was made from four 
pounds of wood chips. To vary the 
type of finish layers of paper were 
put on either side of the raw ma- 
terial. Five blotters, treated and 

ressed, resulted in a slab like stone 

‘or building purposes thicker boards 
are made by joining several thick- 
nesses together 

Dr. H. G. Knight, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry and Soils of the 
Department of Agriculture, and Dr 
*. P. Veitch, head chemist in charge 
of the Industrial Farm Products 
Division. were said by the inventor 
to hate manifested favorable interest 
in the project 

Mr. Hawerlander went through 
Heidelberg and Charlottenburg Uni- 
versities before coming to this coun- 
try in 1921. He is now an American 
citizen. Since its discovery last Au- 
gust, M. M. Zimmerman, a technica! 
engineer, has been cooperating with 
him in the development of the 
process. Their technical offices are 
located at 49 West Forty-fifth Street. 


SIROVICH IN HOUSE 
DEFENDS JEWISH RACE 


Members Cheer His Answer to 
Tacker of Virginia, Who Dis- 
claims Parpose to Asperse.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17 
Representative Sirovich of New York 
spoke in the House today in reply to 
criticisms of the Jewish race recent- 
ly voiced on the floor by Representa- 

tive Tucker of Virginia. 

Mr. Tucker was presenting an ar- 
gument to the effect that Congress, 
in apportioning Representatives, 


should not count aliens as part of 
the population. 

“Since no religious test is required 
by our Constitution to hold public 
office to serve our people,’’ said Mr. 
Sirovitch, ‘“‘why pick out one group 
of people and say ‘aliens from the 
Commonwealth of Israel and stran- 
gers from the covenants of promise’ 
were never intended to be given par- 
ticipation in the government of the 
United States 

“For twenty-five centuries these 
covenanted people from the land of 
promise have been persecuted and 
proscribed. They have been pil- 
laged, they have been plundered. 
They have been burned at the stake 
They have been driven from. the 
land that God. covenanted as their 
own 

“As wanderers in the world they 
have gone through pogroms, mas- 
sacres and inquisitions, and while al! 
these monarchies, emperors and oth- 
ers who have persecuted them have 
been forgotten in the ashes of time, 
these aliens from the Commonwealth 
of Israel lived on and will continue 
to live wherever the influences of 
civilization and humanity exist." 

Mr. Sirovich received close atten- 
tion as he proceeded and was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. Mr 
Tucker was the first to grasp Mr 
Sirovich's hand as the latter fin- 
ished and was quick to explain thet 
his remarks were not intended as a 
disparagement of Hebrews 

‘‘No act or word of mine,’’ stid the 
Virginian, ‘‘would ever be so con- 
strued by you who know me. To 
do so I would have to forget some 
of the sweetest friendships and most 
ennobling associations of my life.’ 


PLANE DEATH SUIT LOST. 


Jury Decides Killing of Woman in 
Curtiss Crash Was “‘Act of God.”

After deliberating an hour and a 
half the jury decided that the acci 
dent in which Mrs. Seaman met her 
death on April 14, 1927, at Curtiss 
Field, wa an act of God." Mrs 
eeaman was a passenger in a Cur- 
ti Lark airplane which crashed to 
the ground The pilot, John Park 
Andrews, and another person also 
lost their lives 

The plaintiff contended the acci 
dent was caused by negligence on 
Andrews's part in ‘‘banking’’ the 
plane to make a turn when he was 
at an altitude of only 250 feet and 
flying over a rise in the land, a spot 
that was known for treacherous ait 
currents.

TWO CITY TRUST MEN 
HELD IN CONTEMPT 





Ziniti Had No Right to Refuse 
to Testify in Moses Inquiry. 


THEY GET ANOTHER CHANCE 


W. H. Allen Asks Investigation of 
Reports That ‘Political Tribute” 
Is Paid for Bank Charters. 


Louis Tavormina, former executive 
vice president of the City Trust 
Company, and George Ziniti, former 
assistant vice president, were ad- 
judged in contempt of court yester- 
day by Supreme Court Justice Crain 
for refusing to reply to questions of 
Moreland Act Commissioner Moses 
in his preliminary investigation of 
the bank's failure and its relation to 
the State Banking Department. 


Justice Crain ruled that the two 
might purge themselves of contemp 


by answering the questions at a time, 


and place designated by Commis- 
sioner Moses in an order that will be 
drawn by Walter H. Pollak, counse! 
for Mr. Moses 

Justice Crain was informed tha 
the two witnesses had first signed 
immunity waivers after having vol- 
untarily appeared, then refused to 
reply to certain questions when sub- 
poenaed He added they refused to 
honor another subpoena until thelr 
immunity waivers were returned to 
them. 

In a memorandum Justice Crain 
said Ziniti was represented by coun 
sel when he signed the immunity 
waiver and did not contend that he 
did not know the nature of the 
paper. 


“Against Public Policy’. 
“His position is untenable,’ wrote 
Justice Crain “It would be against 


public policy to permit one who has 
executed such a waiver of immunity 
under such circumstances to with 
draw 

Justice Crain did not write any 
memorandum regarding Tavormina, 
but said the Ziniti menmrandum 
would apply in his case. He added 
that the questions which the two 
must reply to must not violate their 
constitutional rights 

The issuance of the contempt or- 
der was taken as an indication that 
Mr. Moses would proceed in the same 
manner against any recalcitrant wit- 
ness 

William H. Allen, director of the 
Institute for Public Service, made 
nublic a letter he sent yesterday ts» 
Mr. Moses, asking for a complete in- 
vestigation of the methods used by 
the State Banking Department in

In his letter Mr. Allen asks Mr 
Moses to ‘‘thoroughly investigate two

‘“Talkie-Typesetter” Employs 
Movie Film and Sound to “‘Elim- 
inate Human Element.” 


OPERATOR SPELLS WORDS 


Reel Records Them in Desired Type 
Fonts—Demonstration Expected 


in Three or Four Months. 


Development of a ‘“‘talkie-typeset- 
ter’’ whereby the human voice and 
movie film are substituted for the 
linotype and metal in the setting of 
tvpe, became known yesterday when 
Robert M. Werblow, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Polygraphic Corporation 
of America, 237 Lafayette Street, 
confirmed reports that his company 
was working on the invention. 

A working model of the new ma- 
chine is now in operation at the Poly- 
graphic plant, Mr. Werblow declared. 
He would not, however, discuss the 
device in detail pending its perfec- 
tion. He hoped that a public demon- 
stration would be possible within 
three or four months, but confined 
himself to confirming the rough word 
sketch of the invention obtained from 
him by The American Press, a news- 
paper trade publication, for its May 

sue 

The advantages this machine of- 
fers over other typesetting machines,’ 
said Mr. Werblow, ‘‘lie in the fact 
that it eliminates the human el-- 
ment Copy is read into the ma- 
chine, each word being spelled out 
and the voice records on the moving 
reel in the type font which has been 
adjusted. Disks similar to those used 
in Ediphone and other dictating ma- 
chines ca nbe placed in the machine 
end run off. The reporter can read 
his own story into the disk 

‘Heads, subheads and banks are 
read into the disc or the machine at 
the same time as the story. and by 
a font apparatus the type is adjusted 
to fit the heads and banks 

“A separate piece of film contains 
the type of each paragraph, head, 
bank and subhead These separate 
pieces are assembled, laid out on a 
page form and a zinc plate is made 
of the made-up page. This place is 
placed on a rotary offset press and 
then run off.’’

It has been an aviation axiom

While such short air journeys 
were not of late years encouraged 
by the Deutsche Lufthansa, they 
were at least condoned.on the fal- 
lacious theory that main lines were 
being fed with passengers. Insig- 
nificant towns, bent on “ boosting” 
themselves in the best American 
fashion, provided airports and cash 
to perpetuate the absurdity.

| year’s budget to the bone. 
}estimate of $17,000,000 became 
| $8,000,000, of which about $3,000,000 
| would have fallen to the Lufthansa. 
Now it is reported that the Luft- 
hansa’s portion has been still fur- 
ther pruned to $2,500,000. The Luft- | 
'hansa threatens to curtail its flying 
program from 6,250,000 to 3,750,000 
miles, to reduce its operating staff 
by as much as 40 per cent in some, 
departments and to effect other sav- | 
ings which will not be for the good 
of German aviation. 

Probably the immediate future is 
not so gloomy as the reports would 
have us believe. But the short hops 
must be abandoned. Even with mu- 
nicipal support they never paid for 
themselves. That long-distance fly- 
ing will suffer it is hard to believe. 
The magnificent organization built 
up by the Lufthansa west of Mos- 
cow can probably be maintained by 
means of the smaller subsidy and 
by slightly increasing the present 
very low fares. 

This recent experience seems once 
more to justify our deep-rooted 
American repugnance to subsidies. 
Speed should be paid for—but not 
by the government. Americans rec- 
ognize the fact and pack fast, extra- 
fare trains. The new vogue of trav- 
eling through the air by day and 
in a Pullman by night calls for still 
higher fares, and to these we are 
now becoming accustomed. The 
American process of building a 
transcontinental commercial air ser- 
vice, which will probably never be 
entirely free from connection with 
the railway because of the vastness 
of the country, may not be so spec- 
tacularly rapid as that of Germany, 
but it will be financially safer for 
the operating companies in the 
long run. 





THE THREE LEADERS. 

The English general election re- 
veals extraordinary diversity of 
character in the three men who are 
leading the three parties. A writer 
in the May Fortnightly Review un- 
dertakes to set forth the essential 
qualities of each, and the contrasts 
which each one offers to the others. 
Beginning with Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, 
we have axman of great dash and 
fervor, gifted with a Celtic imagi- 
nation, abounding in audacity, car- | 
ing little about consistency, not too 
scrupulous, but with an immense 


| talent for politics and for popular 
| campaigning. 


When still a young 
man, he wrote in his diary: “ My 
audience is the country.” He has 
been speaking to it as such ever 
since, often with astonishing suc- 
cess, but this time, unless all the 
reports are at fault, his old witch- 
ery is failing him. The trouble lies 
partly in his cause but more in his 
personality. Yet it has to be ad- 
mitted that he took the case of the 
Liberals when it seemed at its low- 
est pitch and most hopeless, and | 
gave it at least an air of life and 
promise. 

Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD has al- 
ways been a good deal of an enigma 
to both his friends and foes. He 
seems at first sight about the last 
man who would be selected to head 
the Labor party.

writes revolutionary things, but does 
it, after all, with the air of a scholar 
rather than that of a violent dema- | 
gogue.

He 
is not on easy personal terms with 
them. He remains rather coldly | 
apart, as PARNELL used to do with 
his Irish party in Parliament.

He alone can hold the wild men of 

It is 
Mr. MACDONALD’S personality and 
record which make rather ludicrous 
the attempts of WINSTON CHURCHILL 
|to identify English socialism with

| DONALD is speaking nearly every 
| day, and is confident that his party | 
will make great gains in the next 
House of Commons, even if it does 
not win a majority, but he has no 
faculty for stirring great enthusiasm 
in crowded meetings of working- 
men. They look up to him as their 
| leader, but he does not inspire them 
| to go all lengths in support of one 
who, in their heart, they feel is cold 
and out of sympathy with their 
most radical desires and proposals. 
As for STANLEY BALDWIN, he is 
the skillful politician who denies 
that he is a politician at all, the 
| despiser of rhetoric who yet knows 
| how to make an effective speech, 
| the leader of a discontented party 
which he has nevertheless been able 
to hold together for five years not- 
withstanding constant complaints 
| about his leadership and frequent 
| predictions that he would soon fail 
} and retire. Mr. BALDWIN’S manner 
|} and exterior are those of a plain 
blunt Englishman who hates shams 
of all kinds, and will not promise 
the people what he knows that he 
| will not be able to perform. But 
| the true BALDWIN is a man of cul- 
ture, of refined tastes, who, beneath 
his appearance of simple-minded- 
ness, must have a marked sagacity, 
not to say shrewdness, and a real 
flair for politics.

PEANUTS AND POTATOES. 


Some cynics judge a tariff bill by 
its “heft.” To us it will always be 
one grand sweet song. Almost every 
schedule is good free verse. The 
themes ‘“ peanuts" and “ potatoes” 
are in themselves romantic. “ Pea- 
nut” brings back youth. The potato 
transports to Aroostook County, 
Me. There may be other potatoes, 
but Aroostook seems not to believe | 
it; and Aroostook potatoes are al- 
ways weeping their eyes out into 
the St. John River. What has the 
Ways and Means Committee done 
for peanuts? It has raised the duty 
on the unshelled from 3 to 4%, 
cents; on the shelled from 3 to 6. 
The peanut growers and cleaners 
asked for 6 cents on the unshelled 
and 7 cents on the shelled. Repre- 
sentative MENALCUS LANKFORD says: 
“We would like to have 10 cents on 
peanuts.” It ought to be given. 

The peanut farmers are ruined by 
Chinese cheap labor. Chinese pea- 
nuts are landed, brought as ballast, 
in San Francisco and Hampton 
Roads and sold at 21, cents a pound. 
Last Fall Mr. LANKFORD drove 
through the Peanut Belt with Secre- 
tary DAVIS, who wished to enlarge 
his agricultural education: 

So we stopped at a farmer's 
house and asked him to let us dig up 
a few peanuts. He gladly consented, 
and he and his sons came out into 
the fields with us, told us to dig 
up a carload if we wished, that 
they were no good to him and that 
he intended to plow them under or 
turn his razorback hogs in on them 
to grow Smithfield hams, as it 
would not pay him to dig them for 
the market. He found out who 
Secretary Davis was and said to 
him, ‘*Won't you please take this 
*““message back to Washington for 
‘““me and beg the people in Wash- 
“ington to protect us from Chinese 
** peanuts? ”’ 

Let us trust that Mr. LANKFORD 
and his friends will be protected 
against this Chinese invasion. What 
has been done for Aroostook pota- 
toes? Representative SNow and 
other Maine Representatives have 
pleaded with the House or with the 
committee. Mr. SNOW complains 
that something has been done for 
everything in the agricultural line 
except potatoes. “The equivalent 


ad valorem on peanuts,” he says 
plaintively, “‘remains at 106 per 
cent.” The unchanged tariff rate 


on potatoes is 50 cents a hundred 
pounds. The potato farmers of 
Aroostook are in great distress. The 
Congressional Record is full of hot 
potato messages. Canada is flood- 
ing the market. There must be an 
increase of the duty on white pota- 
toes. One proposal is for a 50 per 
cent increase. 

The farmers of Mars Hill say that 
“over 70,000 inhabitants of Aroos- 
“took County alone are absolutely 
“dependent upon the income from 


“the potato crop, not only for 
“their prosperity but also their 
“actual bare living.” Even their 


bare living is being taken from 
them. Bankruptcy threatens. Sen- 
ator GOULD of Aroostook can be | 
depended upon to take care of its 
potatoes; but why don't “the 
potato-growers of forty States” 
and the peanut-growers of we for- 
get how many combine to keep out 
the Chinese and the Sheriff and do 
full justice to two of the most loved 
products of our soil? 





MORE PARKS AND PLAY- 
GROUNDS. 


Controller BeRRy’s report recom- 
mending that $6,000,000 be spent for 
acquiring more park lands and play- 
grounds is a further indication that 
the City Administration is aware of 
the importance of these things in 
the life of the city. Although akin 
in general purpose, parks and play- 
grounds are not interchangeable. 
Recognizing this, the Controller sug- | 
gests that one-half the sum be spent 
for each, and that the entire play- 
ground facilities of the city be 
grouped under a single direction, so 
that they may be best administered 
by competent specialists. 

The advisability of acquiring more 
park lands has so often been urged 
that the public is fully cognizant of 
the need. The city is notoriously 
lacking in parks. For years nothing 
was done to purchase new sites, de- 
Spite the fact that experts repeated- 
ly pointed that early buying 
would mean large savings owing to 
the steadily rising prices of land. 
Now the truth of this is at last real- 
ized. More than 1,300 acres of po- 
tential park lands have been ac- 
quired during the last three years. 
Upward of 600 acres more are listed 
by the Controller as sufficiently de- 


out 


sirable to be obtained. The total 
cost of these suggested areas is 


about $2,600,000. 

The playground problem is fully 
as important and is complicated not 
only by the necessity for proper dis- | 
tribution, but also by the technique 
administration. The ideal way 
would be to apportion playgrounds 
in accordance with population, and 


ot 


so to locate them as best to serve 
particular districts. But, in fact, it 
is almost impossible to carry out 
such a plan. In lieu of it there re- 
mains the present of con- 
Stantly seeking potential 
sites which may be had at a reason- 
able price. Experience in Central 
Park and elsewhere has shown that 
there are grave inconveniences in

with them as recreation grounds for 
other purposes. 

| In the complex «city life of to- 
|day the mere maintenance of play- 
grounds presents special difficulties 
| with which the park authorities are 
not equipped to cope. This is in- 
evitable in view of the limited size 
of the playgrounds and the increas- 
ing demand for their use. As a re- 
sult it is not only necessary to plan 
carefully so as to enable as many 
children as possible to enjoy them 
but also to supervise rigidly their 
upkeep and operation. Individuals 
who have taken charge of temporary 
playgrounds on school property and 
elsewhere have found that the work is 
exhausting in the extreme. Trained 


|}experts as supervisors are plainly 


indicated. 

The Controller suggests that the 
Department of Education is the most 
suitable bureau in which to cen- 
tralize the administration of play- 
grounds. There are distinct advan- 
tages in placing all under one head. 
But the Department of Education 
already is hard pressed, If it is to 
have this additional burden it should 
receive enough support to enable it 
to carry out the program effectively. 





THE NEWS AS HISTORY. 


The American Antiquarian Soci- 
ety in Worcester, Mass., which has 
the most valuable collection of early 
American newspapers, has just ac- 
quired through an anonymous gift 
from one of its members a note- 
worthy addition—-a file of The Car- 
lisle (Pennsylvania) Gazette from 
1787 to 1817. This paper, which was 
one of the earliest to be published 
west of Philadelphia, edited 
through that entire period by one of 
the most capable editors of the coun- 
try, GEORGE KLINE. The events and 
movements of the first decades of 
our national life under the Consti- 
tution are here viewed from the 
frontier rather than from the centre 
of political and social activities. The 
disputes between Federalists and 
Republicans, for example, are seen 
from a distance if not with complete 
detachment. 

The file is of special interest be- 
cause of the Western news which its 
columns carries through that period 

~news from the little growing 
towns such as St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and Detroit. The reader is, in the 
earlier years at any rate, kept con- 
scious of the nearness of the In- 
dians. In 1787 there are accounts of 
Indian attacks on the Ohio, but by 
1793 they begin to be supplemented 
by reports of their athletic feats, 
one being of a race in which the 
winning Indian ran “a carefully 
measured mile" in four minutes and 
thirty-five seconds—which is but a 
few seconds behind the present world 
record. 

It is the advertisements, accord- 
ing to Dr. BINGHAM, the librarian 
of the society, which “ more clearly 
than anything else" show the foods, 
drinks, books and pastimes of the 
people of that day, a statement 
which gives support to the conten- 
tion that advertisements are them- 
selves news. They were news then 
and have become valuable social 
and economic data for the historian. 
Miss SALMON, in one of her books 
on the newspaper, says of it that 
“with all its inaccuracies, its lack 
“of proportion, its many tempta- 
“tions —not always resisted —to 
“throw prismatic colors instead of 
“the white light of truth on its

Once Great Interpreter of Wag- 
nerian Roles Succumbs in Ber- 
lin—Sang at Metropolitan. 








A FAMOUS BRUENNHILDE 





Appeared in First Festival at Bai- 
reuth Under Wagner—A Native 
of Germany. 





BERLIN, May 17 (%.-—Lilli Leh- 
mann, a prima donna of another 
generation, whose handsome figure 
still excited admiring whispers on 
her rare appearances among audi- 
ences at concert halls, died suddenly 
today at the age of 8&0. 

Musical critics had placed her on a 
level with Jenny Lind and Adelina 
Patti. She retired from the operatic 
stage long ago. Despite her advanced 
age she was hale and hearty unti! 
recently, when gastric trouble de- 
veloped which she did not heed. She 
écontinued daily walks, rain or shine. 
ia the villa colony of Grunewald, 
where she resided. Latterly she re- 
ceived but few visitors, but her 
neighbors noted her daily in her 
garden. 

Her sister, Marie, also a former 
opera singer, only less noted, who 
lived near by, was the only person 
at the bedside when the end came 
through heart disease. 


Honored by Austria. 


Lilli Lehmann on the occasion of 
her eightieth birthday, in November, 
1928, received the honors of the Aus- 
trian Government when the distin- 
guished title of ‘‘professor’’ was con- 
ferred upon her. The President of 
the Austrian Republic, Dr. Michael 
Hainisch, gave her the title himself, 
because of her many noteworthy per- 
formances at the famous Vienna 
opera in the days of the empire and 


for the valuable services she rendered | 


to the Mozart festivals at Salzburg. 
Even up to her eighty-first year 
Mme. Lehmann continued to teach, 
and she was frequently spoken of as 
“80 years young’ because of her 
vigor and the fact that she could still 
reach brilliant soprano tones with- 
out difficulty. She rested from her 
teaching of a large list of pupils only 
after the Mozarteum at Salzburg, 
and then returned to her work in 
Berlin. 

Lilli Lehmann was born in Wiirz- 
burg on Nov. 24, 1848, the daughter 
of Marie Loew Lehmann, a harpist 
and herself a prima donna. Lilli 
studied under her mother, who was 
the heroine of many operas by the 
famous composer Spohr. She left 
her Bavarian home for Prague, where 
she made her début when only 20 
years old as the First Boy in the 
“Magic Flute.’’ She then sang in 
Opera in Danzig in 1868 and in Leip- 
"eg in 1870. 

he played her first rAles at Berlin 
at the Royal Opera on Aug. 19, 1870, 
as Vielka in Meyerbeer’s ‘‘Camp in 
Silesia.”’ She remained with the 
Royal Opera until 1885 as a light 
soprano, singing her parts with great 
tuccess. Then she aided in the open- 
ing of the great festivals at Baireuth, 
which were under the direction of 
Richard Wagner. Mme. Lehmann 
was the last of that great chorus of 
artists who sang the ‘“Nibelungen- 
ng in 1876, which was conducted 
by Wagner himself. 


Made Her London Début in 1880. 


Violetta was her first réle in Lon- 
don, when Mme. Lehmann made her 
début in the British capital on June 
3, 1880, followed by ‘‘Mignon”’ and 
Many others. She sang Isolde at 
Covent Garden July 2, 1884, and in 
1885 she broke her Berlin contract 
to come to the United States. 

Mme. Lehmann had spent several 
Crowded years perfecting her Wag- 
herian réles, becoming world famous 
for her presentation of Norma. She 
Mastered this despite her mother’s 
ayo who feared that her daugh- 
er did not possess the strength for 
fuch tremendous and intense work 
énd study 

The German soprano came to the 
Metropolitan Opera House, where at 
Once she became a great favorite. 
She made her début here on Nov 25, 
1885, and on the third night of her 
appearances, singing Briinnhilde in 
“Die Walkiire,””’ the American pub- 
lic realized for the first time the 
full extent of her musical prowess

He was arrested on the charge of 
Orazio Straquodanio of 407 East 
Twelfth Street that he had swindled 
him out of $150, and the District 
Attorney’s office received many other | 
complaints against him.  Straquo-| 
danio explained that he had paid} 
Stillings the money in $2 weekly in-| 
stalments on the promise that the 
complainant would receive $125 or a 
$150 diamond ring at the end of the 
first fifty weeks for each $100 in-| 
vested. When the complainant had 
paid him $150 and made a demand 
for settlement, he said, Stillings) 
ignored him. 

Stillings, Lichter said, insisted that 
the total of the money received by 
him in the scheme was only $78,000. 
|Lichter added that salesmen em- 
| ployed by Stillings at his office, 654 
Madison Avenue, said they turned 
over to Stillings from $300 to $600) 
weekly in instalments received from | 
investors.

Practice Only Can Save 
the Industry. 


More definite plans for an unoffi- 
cial city convention to name a fusion 
ticket are expected when the Kings 
County Republican Committee takes 
action at a meeting in Kismet Tem- 
ple next Tuesday night. It is ex- 
pected that a resolution calling for 
such a convention similar to that 
adopted by the New York County 
Committee, will be adopted and that 
within the next two weeks a meeting 
of the five Republican county lead- 
ers and their associate women vice 
chairmen will be held to arrange the 
details and basis of representation 
for each Assembly district. 

The plan for an unofficial city con- 
vention was first suggested two 
weeks ago by Jacob A. Livingston, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Kings County Committee and 
the county leader. Mr. Livingston at 
the time suggested that State Chair- 
man Edmund H. Machold and Na- 
tional Committeeman Charles D. 
Hilles call a conference of the county 
leaders to arrange for the conven- 
tion, but, as neither Mr. Machold 
nor Mr. Hilles wished to take the 
responsibility, the present plan is for 
the county leaders to get together | 
without the formality of a call. Mr. 
Machold, whose residence is in Jef- 
ferson County, has indicated that he 
does not wish to take any part in 
the city campaign, except that of an 
adviser, Mr. Hilles has taken the 
position that he would be glad to con- 
if in- 
vited, as he has done before, but 
that it would be inadvisable for him | 
to take the initiative in calling a 
conference. 

Representative F. H. LaGuardia, 
one of the two leading Republican | 
aspirants for the nomination for 
Mayor, will be the principal speak- 
er at the Kings County Committee 
meeting.

David Dubinsky, acting president 
of the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union, in a state- 
ment yesterday demanded that the 
American Cloak and Suit Manufac- 
turers’ Association recede from its 
announced position favoring piece- 
work in the cloak industry. 

Mr. Dubinsky’s statement followed 
the deadlock between the union and 
the association of contractors which 
developed Thursday night in an at- 
tempt to avert a strike of cloak- 
makers by June 1, when the present 
agreement expires. 

‘The contractors must know that 
if they persist in their attitude they 


will help drag the industry into 
chaos, the union with them,” said 
Mr. Dubinsky. ‘‘The curse of the 


industry is lack of stability and or- 
ganization. Piece-work would fur- 
ther plunge the industry into chaos. 

“The union sincerely hopes that 
the deadlock with the American As- 
sociation will not result in the break- 
down of negotiations to avert a 
strike, but the union is prepared for 
that regrettable eventuality if it is 
forced upon us.”’ 

“Because our industry is seasonal 
we believe that week work is wrong,”’ 
said Joseph Schwartz, president of 


the Manufacturers’ Association, in 
discussing the union statement. ‘‘The 
union is compelled to call a strike 
every two or three years in order 
to mop up the firms which have 
kicked over the traces and gone to 
the piece-work system. 

‘“‘We believe the fact that at the 


| present time 65 per cent of produc- 


tion in the industry is on a piece- 
work basis shows that the 
work system is the most economic 
system, and that the attempt to 
maintain the week-work system is 
purely artificial. If the workers do 
not want piece work I do not know 
why their production amounts to 65 
per cent of the garments turned out. 

“The attempt to organize the in- 
dustry into union shops will not be 
successful unless it is recognized 
that the piece work system is here. 
Let the union legalize the system 
and make it optional for those who 


| want to use it.”’

Money Market Precedent. 


The abrupt fall in the call-money 
rate yesterday caused less wonder- 
ment than has followed similar 
movements on recent occasions, be- 
cause the rapid fluctuations have 
now become familiar to Wall Street. 
The contention was made by one 
Wall Street statistician that the re- 
cent wide variations in the call-loan 
rate have merely repeated the mar- 
ket’s movement in all previous 
periods of money stringency Lefer- 
ence to the records of the first half 
of 1920, a period of extremely tight 
money, showed that although the 
call rate touched 20 per cent in Janu- 
ary, 25 in February, 15 in March and 
April and 12 in May and June, nev- 
ertheless it also touched 6 per cent 
in exactly one-half of the weeks 
comprised in the first six months of 
the year. In one week of January 
the rate fell from 18 per cent to 6; 
in one week of March, from 14 to 6 
and in one week of June, from 10 to 
6. The inference was drawn that the 
causes for that period's fluctuations 
were precisely the same as the 
causes for the present wide fluctua- 
tions—outside money rushing to New 
York when a very high bid was 
made and rushing back again as 
soon as the rate fell.

Governor of the Reserve Board has 
done in public addresses, that specu- 
lative loans are not too high and that 
everything is going under well pro- 
tected and satisfactory conditions. 

“The question of how this affects 
the country banker or any banker 
outside of the large cities is a sub- 
ject of major importance. The coun- 
try banker is closer to the rank and 
file of the public, knows more about 
their problems and conditions and is 
better able to relieve them than any 
one else.

14,477,874 BALES 


The Agricaltaral Department 
Raises Its December Estimate 
by 104,874 Bales. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (4".—The 
Department of Agriculture in re- 
vised estimates of the cotton crop 
of 1928 today reported total produc- 
tion for the year was 14,478.000 bales 
of 500 pounds gross weight The 
Census Bureau also revised its gin- 
nings report for the year, showing a 
total of 14,477,874 bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight ginned up to May 17, 
1929. 

The department said the principal 
cause of damage in 1928 was the boll! 
weevil, the reported loss averaging 
14.1 per cent for the Cotton Belt 
roper. This figure was somewhat 
elow the 18.5 per cent reported for 
1927, but above every other year 
since 1923. 

The next most {mportant cause of 
damage, the department announced, 
was excessive moisture. Damage at- 
tributed to excessive moisture was 
7.3 per cent, compared with 4.9 per 
cent in 1927. Damage attributed to 
deficient moisture was 4.4 per cent, 
compared with 6.4 per cent in 1927 

The department reported that out 
of an area of 46,946,000 acres 45.- 
341,000 acres were picked. The aver- 
age yield of lint cotton picked per 
acre during the year was 152.9 
pounds. 

Reduction in cotton yields per acre 
due to various causes was reported 
to have been 36.4 per cent of a nor- 
mal or full crop. In 1927 the re- 
ported reduction was 38.5 per cent 
and in 1926 was 29.5 per cent. 

On March 20 the Census Bureau 
estimated the 1928 cotton crop at 
14,450,000 bales; on Dec. 8 the Agri- 
cultural Department estimated 14,- 
373,000.

WASHINGTON, May 17 (2).—A re- 
vision of railroad freight rates on 
live stock in western territory mak- 
ing general but slight increases, was 
recommended today to the Inter- | 
state Commerce Commission. 

C. E. Styles and A. S. Parker, | 
commission examiners, after a pre- 
liminary study, suggested a series of 
mileage scales in Western territory 
to govern the making of new rates, 
and indicated that the scales would 
increase railroad earnings. The 
commission assigned the report for 
oral argument here July 10. 

‘Live stock in much of the Western | 
district is not at present bearing its 
fair share of the transportation bur- | 
den of its new scales,"’ the report | 
said. ‘‘Under the rate levels herein 
recommended it will do no more 
than meet these minimum require- 
ments. Taken as rate levels, we be- 
lieve the scales recommended will be 
fair both to shippers and carriers."
